new office to be called the register of 
probate, who is to figure with the county 
judge. Ot tbo GG counties tabulated in 
tne Wisconsin Blue Book of 1SS5, we 
find no such officer mentioned, and but 
two counties thaKpay the county judge 
more than is paid in Kook county. The 
salary here. Is now S2,OflO. Dodge county 
pays 52,100, and Milwaukee 55,000. 


If the Recorder had taken pains to 


carefully examine into the question of 
registers in probate before it began its 
attack on tbo county judge, it would 
have olearly seen that even an insinua- 
tion in a public print or otherwise, that 
tbe proposed register in probate is to bo 
a figure head, would be a great injustice 
to Judge Sale. 
We wish, to call the 


attention of the Recorder to the fact that 
Uro'wu, Dane, Fond du Lao, ^Ontagaraie, 
LaOrosse and Milwaukee oounties have 
registers in probate. In counties having 
B population something like that ot Rook 
these registers are necessary. The pro- 
tate work is increasing, and to attend 
strictly to all tho terms ot the county 
court, and at the same time to keep the 
reoords of the oflloe in good condition, is 
more than one man can do. This is tho 
reason why a bill has been introdaoed in 
the legislature by Mr. Winans to create the 
office of register of probate.The bill should 
speedily become a law, and will. It is a 
matter of necessity, and tho oounty bsard 
of supervisors, who are conservative men 
always careful in the expenditure of 
money in oounty matters, have, after a 
thorougo examination ot the subject given 
suoh a proposition their unanimous sup- 
port.

American people know that they wero On,- 
0(10,000 ; that they woro tho richest pooplo 
on earth; they knew their power, and would 
not humiliate themselves and do violence to 
their conscious prido by resorting to littlo, 
miserable tricks and outrages by way oC re- 
taliation. Tho committee on foreign rela-

It would simply bo a question of noii- 
intorcourso between tho United States and 
the British provinces, and who could stand it 
longest, and there was only one answer to 
that question. Tho question hero, Edmunds 
insisted, was not a question of war, but a 
question of countervailing regulations which 
all nations have resorted to long botoro war, 
and which usually never como to war. 


Ingalls was not entirely satisfied with Ed- 


munds' explanation, and went on belaboring 
England for having always boon tho ruffian 
and coward. Her history for centuries had 
boon a record oil crime against tho human 
race, in Ireland, in Scotland, in Wales, 
against tho Roman Catholics, against tho 
Boers of South AEricn, against tho Hindoos 
and Chinese. 
"\Vherovor there has been a 


feeble, weak or helpless nation, Great Britain 
had boon there for purposes of rapacity and 
plunder. Her ruling classes woro unfriendly 
to this country. 
The memory of two dofoats 


rankled in tho breasts of Englishmen. Eng- 
land cheated the south with false- hopes of 
recognition and injured tho north by viola- 
tions of neutrality. There woro fow Ameri- 
cans who do not regret "Waterloo, and for 
his part, in concluding, ho said he was glad 
to hear of tho interpretation placed on tho 
proposed legislation by tho senator from 
Maine [Frye] that so far as ho is concerned, 
it is to bo ft declaration to Great Britain 
{recognizing her agency and her power in 
tho matter) that she will persist further at 
her peril. 


Hoar followed in support o£ tho bill. Ho 


regarded tho attempt by Canada by hostile 
interference with our ships on tho high seas, 
or in tho neighborhood of their ports, or in 
their ports, to enforce upon us against our 
will, a certain policy, as; being one of the 
niost emphatic and flagrant acts of hostility 
that cau bo committed without actual war. 
These seizures—with tho exception of per-, 
haps one or two instances—aro seizures upon 
n pretense, without tho reality of any inter- 
ference either with tho treaty or with local 
regulation or law by tho American vessels. 
Ho did not understand tho object of this bill 
to bo to bring about a war or now diplomacy 
or negotiation. 
'Wo simply say to tho do- 


minion of Canada that so far from accomp- 
lishing anything in tho way of diminution of 
our customs duties, you shall not bo per- 
mitted to sell your fish or any other product 
of the offending district in tho'American 
markets at all. And tho only answer to this 
which is to bo expected, or which can he ex- 
pected, said Hoar, is a communication from 
threat Britain that she has given orders that 
those offensive proceedings shall scop. Ho 
thought it high time that tho bill was passed. 


Morgan opposed tho measure and Evurfa 


and Halo advocated it. 


Vest said he would voto for tho bill bo- 


cause it contained a" provision that tho presi- 
dent should have discretionary power in tbo 
matter, and ho would not vote for it as a 
mandatory bill. It was well enough to talk 
in a rhetorical stylo about a war with Groat 
Britain. When they carr.o to tho matter of 
military resources, there woro some things 
which had better bo said in secret session. 
The world in arms could not conquer the 
United States on her own soil—not five such 
a world-in-arms. Tho pooplo of the United 
States wero invincible in any such struggle 
as that; but iu a, maritime war, who could 
answer for tho result! Who wanted to run 
tho risk of throwing down tho gage of battle 
in any such contest! "Who wanted to invite 
iuch a contest, however high his patriotism,
